SEC. 27. Laws shall be made to exulnd 


from serving on juries all persons cot qua) 
iaed electors of this Stite, and all person 
who shall have been convicted of bribery 
perjury, forgery, larceny, or other high 
crimes, unless restored to civil rights; snc 
laws thull fc'e passed regulating elections 
and prohibiting, under adequate penalties 
all undue influence tbereon from power 
bribery, tntnnlt, or other improper practice 


SEC. 28 
No money shall be drawn from 


the State Treasury as sa'ary or compensa 
lion to any officer or employee of th 
Legislature, or either branch thereof, ex 
oept in oases where such salary or oornpen 
sation has been fixed by n law iu force 
prior to the election or appointment o 
snob officer or employee; aud the salary o 
compensation so fixed shall neither b 
increased or diminished so as ta aaply t 
any officer or employee of tLe Legislature 
or either branch thereof, at such sessiou, 


SEC. 20. Tho first regular session of thu 


Legislature under this Constitution ma; 
extend to sixty days, but no subaeqnen 
regular session shall exceed forty days 
nor any special session convened by the 
Governor exoaed twenty days.

law, shall be exempt from forced sale nndei

ffioprg, and fix by law their duties and 
jompensalion.

such officers shall be for the term of four years, 
Juunty Clerks shall be ex-ofBcio Clerks of 
ha Courts of Uncord and of the Board of 
Oouniy Coin mission era, in nnd for the 
respective counties.

ture shall receive for their services a corn- 
oeusation of five dollars per day; provided, 
that nn appropriation may be made for the 
payment of such actual expenses as the 
members of the Legislature may incur for 
poatngo, express charges, newspiiperu and 
stationery, not exceeding the sum of twen- 
ty-five liollai r for any general or special ses- 
sion, to each member, and furthermore 
provided, that the Speaker of the Assembly 
uncl President of tho Senate shall each, 
during the time of their actual attendance 
na suoh presiding officer, receive nn addi- 
tional allowance of t#o dollars per tlioui.

the commencement of the session of the 
Legislature for the election of snoh Sen- 
ator, it shall be Ihe duty of the Governor, 
by proclamation,

Houses of the Legislature in joint conven- 
tion, witbin not less ta&n five clays, nor ex- 
ceeding tan days from the publication of 
his proc'nmntion, and the joint convention, 
wkeu so assembled, shall proceed to elect 
the Stnbtor as herein provided. 


She. 35. 
Everj bill which may have 


passed the Legislature shall, before it be- 
comes a law, be presented to the Governor. 
If he approve it he shall sign it; but if not, 
he shall return it, witb his objections, to 
the House in which it originated, which 
House shall cause sach objections to be en- 
tered upon its journals, and proceed to re- 
consider it. 
IE, after such reconsidera- 


tion, it again pass both Houses by yeas 
and nays, by a vote of two-thirds of the 
members elected to each House, it shall 
become a law notwithstanding the Gov- 
ernor's objections, If any bill shall not be 
returned within five days after it shall have 
been presented to him (Sunday excepled), 
exclusive of the day on which he received 
it, tbe same shall be a law in like manuor 
as if he had signed it, unless the Legisla- 
ture, by its fiuul adjournment, prevent 
such return, in which case it shall be a 
law, unless Ihe Governor, within ten days 
next after the adjournment (Sundays ex- 
cepted), shall file suck bill, with his object- 
ions thereto, in the office of the Secretary 
of State, who shall lay the same before the 
Legislature at its next session, in like man- 
ner as if it had been returned by the Gov- 
ernor; und if the samo shall receive the 
vote of two thirds of Iho members elected 
to each branch of the Legislature, upon a 
vote taken by yeas and nays, to be en- 
tered npon the journals of each Honss, It 
shall become a law. 


ARTICLE V. 


KXEOrjTIVE DEPAETMENT. 


SECTION 1. The supreme executive power 


of ibis State shall be vested in a Cbief 
Magistrate, who shall be Governor of the 
State of Nevada. 


SEC. 2. Tbe Governor shall be elected 


by the qualified electors at the time and 
place of voting for members of the Legis- 
lature, and shall hold his office for four 
ytars from the time of his installation and 
until his successor shall be qualified. 


SEC 3. No pel son shall be eligible lo 


the office of Governor who is not a qual- 
ified elector, and who at the time of such 
election has not attained the age of twenty- 
five years, aud who shall not have been a 
citizen resident ot this State for two years 
next preceding thu election. 


SEO 4. The returns of every election 


for Governor, und other State officers voted 
for at the general election, shall be sealed 
up and transmitted, to the seat of Govern- 
ment, directed to the Secretary of State, 
and on tbe third Monday of December suc-

dinary occasions, convene the Logis'ature

tive business as tha Governor may call to 
the attention o£ the Legislature while in 
session.

ojfficio Judges of the Supreme Court, of wliu, 
latter Court at least two tetms in each yeai 
shall lie held at such time as the Legislatur 
shall designate.

M. T. Cbappem, who 
arrived from Bodie to-'day, reports that 
Joseph Thompson, who Itft Bodie for Au- 
rora after the storm, was drowned while at- 
tempting to lord Bodie canyon with a horsa 
and bnokboard at Gregory's ranch. 
The 


bridge at the place had been washed away, 
and Mrs. Gregory shouted to Thompson 
not to attempt to ford the stream, lut he 
paid no attention to (he warning. 
Au soon 


as the current struck the buokboard the 
vehicle turned over, and Thompson was 
not seen after until his body wnu found 
covered with a mass of debris 300 yards 
bulow. The horse was caught in a growth 
of willows and was rescued after three 
hours. 


Great damage was done in the canyon. 


All the bridges and culverts were washed 
away. The sluices of over twenty mines 
wore washed out and sent flying end over 
end down the ravine. 
Great trees and 


trage bowldeis corried each other in the 
mad race and in two hours the hitherto dry 
canyon was carrying at least fifteen feet of 
roaring cataract. The extent of. the dam- 
age cannot be estimated. No further fatal- 
ities arc repoitsd up to date.

n hill, which practically deprives 


tie rider of all control over his machine. 
He can guide it, but that is all. As for 


ulling up quickly, as well might tha 
ngine driver of an express train attempt 
o do so. Nor even in tho matter of 


ding has tlie cyclist a free hand. .Any 


arge deviation from the straight line of 
lis course would, if he were "pelting 
along at the rate of eighteen or twenty 
miles an hour, inevitably cause on up- 
ot. He has nothing for it, therefore, 
rat to trust to luck and the chapter of 
accidents, which ho does with a sang 
roid that would be truly admirable 
were it not so largely tinctured with 
ecklessness. 
"When he mounts lo the brow of a 
teep hill and looks down at the decline 
tretching out before frim he knows per- 
ectly well that if he once allows his 
teel steed to "take charge" there can be 
no attempt to pull up until the bottom 
B reached. Equally aware is he that 
>y timely application of the brake and 
>y "back pedaling" the machine can be 
tept at a moderate pace, admitting of 
guidance and of stopping. But because 
t is a pleasant rush down hill at the 
speed of a racer without any exertion he 
akes his feet off the pedals, sets hia 
teeth tight and, to use his own expres- 
sion, "lets her slide." The result is that 
f any pedestrian chances to block his 
way—being perhaps too deaf to hear the 
warning bell—a fearful collision takes 
>lace, Dnd one or the other is killed. 
Cyclists have yet to loam, apparently, 
iiat the responsibility of keeping clear 
of people on foot rests on the drivers of 
vehicles.—London Graphic.

A Mountain of Sn.lt. 


A. mass of 90,000,000 tons of pure, 


solid, compact rock salt, located on an 
island 185 feet high, which rises from a 
miserable sea marsh on the route from 
Brashear to New Iberia, up the river 
Teche in Louisiana, is one of the won- 
ders of the world. 
How this island, 


which contains over 800 acres of excel- 
lent land, ever came into existence in 
such a locality is a matter of conjecture. 
Vegetation is prolific and tho scenery is 
beautiful and varied. In the center of 
this island, which is the only solid spot 
in the vast expanse of sea marsh for 
miles around, rises Salt peak, the largest 
body of exposed rook salt in the world.

However, En- 
gineer Brown, who has visited it, says 
that there is not less than 90,000,000 
tons of pure crystal salt in sight. The 
dazzling clearness of Salt peak forms a 
striking contrast with somber lagoons, 
bayous and salt marshes which surround 
it on all sides.—St. Louis Republic.
